It provided for the election of 
a king every four j-ears, and the senate 
and assembly were to be elected every 
two years. GoJ. Sterobergw wa* chosen 
prime minister for life. Public Bcb*»l» 
were created throughout the islands ia 
which the native and English languages 
•were taught and the marriage and di- 
vorce laws of California were adopted. 
A police force WHS- organized ia Apia 
and regulations tuiuptrd-. that secured 
peac<> and happiness to the people, 


Steinberger, however, soon showed 


the duplicity with which'he h«<3 ncted 
his part. He-was realiy a secret agent 
of Mr. Gocteffries, the German firm that 
had most of the trade with the inlands, 
and had imposed upon Grant, who 
thought him sincere in his protesta- 
tions of American sympathies. 
He 


soon Instigated King irlalictoa, of a»oltl 
royal house, to make" war on Tupua, an- 
other kiB»< and furnished rifles which 
were sent him by Uie German firai, the 
{mention of the Germans being- to se- 
cure the administration of the finance* 
and the sovereign tjr of 'the islands. 
Malietoa soon saw through the scheme 
and barsishtfd St*inb«rg-er, The Ger- 
mans then armed Malietoa's rivals and 
Malietoa was forced to abdicate, but 
the majority of tlie people remained 
faitbtful to him and he'fought his way 
bank to power, and the official recogni- 
tion Of the United States gave him add- 
ed strength in his office. . This chief 
soon after, in 1S68. concluded a treaty 
with the United States, giving to this 
country Pango-Pango* os Tutuila Is- 
land, for a harbor and" coaling station. 
The following year lue made n perpetual 
treaty Of amity and commerce with Ger- 
many, confirmed the lajid grants to 
German residents and debarred him- 
self from future interference with their 
affairs. This treaty is said to have been 
a forced one, England in 1879 secured 
n similar treaty and the right to select 
a harbor for a naval and cooling sta- 
tion, and a few weeks later the United 
States, England and Germany entered 
Into a convention bj-which the consular 
agents of these eouutries assumed the 
administration of-the district and'town 
of Apia for three years, then to revert 
to Malietoo. 


The -wars between the two kingly 


claimants hod not ceased, and In 1881 
the three .governments, to bring about 
peace, recognized both by agreeing 
that Mnlietoa should reign as kiag 
and Tupua as vice king. 
Germans 


COnUntied their policy of bnrtorlncr 
rifles and ammunition for land at 37% 
cents per acre, and In 1S84 Dr. Stubel, 
the German consul, by threats. com- 
pelled Malietoa to sign a treaty cre- 
ating n council composed of Germans; 
who cotild mnke all laws affecting Ger- 
mans and their interests, and giving 
Germans many branches of ihe gov- 
ernment. The German emperor was 
petitioned to cancel this treaty, Ma- 
lietoa relating the fact that it hod 
been forced from him and that the 
Germans had always incited the pop- 
ulace to 'rebellion, and a year later 


making the natives intoxicated, firing 
in the streets, the Germans strove tc 
bring- about o war, and England and 
United States gave half-hearted recog- 
nition to the usurpation of the gov- 
ernment, 
A conference was held in 


Washington, which was broken off b.v 
Secretory of Stale Bayard when it b«- 
QHIIIC trident England would support 
Germany in consideration of tbe latter 
country agreeing to keep out of the 
Papuan, Egyptian, Soutk Africio Atid 
the Rlv«r Nig«r and the Zanzibar ques- 
tions.

When ten dny« later n German fleet 


started for Snmoo, an act almost equiv- 
alent to a declaration of war, American 
and English vessels were sent also. 
Great excitement prevailed throughout 
the country, as a battle was gtirely 
expected. 
A civil war resulted and 


Mntaasese was defeated by those who 
rallied around Mataafn, a relative of 
Malietoa. Bismarck was warned by the 
American government after IS towns 
had been shelled, and he asked the

reopening-; of the discontinued con- 
ference. President Harrison took a 
firm stand, his plan was generally ac- 
cepted <md Malietoa was returned to 
the islandts and elected King. The con- 
vention restiltea in an agreement that 
the three governments should shareln 
ruling the islands, America to appoint 
the chief justice -and Germany 
the 


ruler of Apia. This latter ofliciaJ never 
-worked in harmony with the other of- 
ficials, never failing to act in accord- 
ance with Germany's plan of sejzure. 
He always smuggled arms to theTamn- 


land in his second term wanted to with- 
draw ent'irely from the tripartite ar- 
rangement, but congress refused 
to 


comply with 
his recommendations. 


The friction over Germany's continued 
acts of' aggression has ever since con- 
tinued, lending roany times to the 
verge of .hostilities between the. Ger- 
mans and ourselves. 
When the last 


war'had'been stopped, n few weeks ago, 
it was agreed to discontinue tbe office 
of-king and govern by consuls. This 
arrnngeiasat hns yet. to be ratified.

CACTI IN A BOTTLE. 


Tfco* tm*lom~t Tbey Wtll.Grow Wlth- 


omt Air Of W*tcr «ud Pl««r- 


lik for Yea-rfc. 


A new method of growing cacti has 


been discovered In the botannical gar- 
decs of Berlin. All that is required is a 
•bapely bottle, a little rich earth and a 
few cactui seed* that can be bought of 
any florist for » few cecte. Bottle* In 
which creme de tnenthe or eonie of the 
other cordials usually come, are well 
adapted to thic purpose on account of 
the clearness of the gla«c and the grace 
of their shape. 


Having secured, tie bottle, cleanse it 


tboroxighly and then put earth in it un- 
til the bottom is covered to a height oi 
about an inrh. Sprinkle this earth well, 
nltnost soakiBg wet, and then throw in 
three or four cactus seeds. Close the 
bottle snugly -with a tight-fitting- cork 
and seal it well with scaling wax. -Tie 
a strong cord around the neck of the 
bottle and hang it IB a window that the 
sun reaches for at least several hoars 
every day. In cold weather the bottle 
must not be exposed. The living room 
with u constant temperature of 70 de- 
grees or more, B«its th« experiment ad- 
mirably. Then the er-.'ire prooess ol 
growth can be watched with no small 
interest. The opening an*, rooting of 
the seeds and the gradual development 
of the plants will follow, nlmobt as if 
by magic.
